giving their names as Dave McCull- 
ough of Wichita, Kans., and A. W.

BIXBY CHARGES MAY QUEER 


REMOVAL OF RESTRICTIONS 


Washington, Dec. 17.— In addition to 


the allegation of fraud in the disposition 
of the town lots in Muskogee and other 
towns of the Creek Nation, H. L. Mott, 
attorney for the Creeks, has made char- 
ges against Commissioner Bixby's ad- 
ministration that will undoubtedly lead 
to an investigation Mr. Mott's charg- 
es, It is understood, include the town- 
lot matters upon which William Dudley 
Foulke, whomSecreary Hitchcock sent 
to the Territory, has made a report, 
but they embrace the general conduct 
of affairs by Commissioner Bixby and 
demand his dismissal. 


Mr. Foulke's report, wmch has not 


been made public, concurs with Mr. 
Mott's charges, it is said. It is charged 
that, by evasion and violation of law, 
town lots to the value of $4 '000,000, or 
$6,000,000 have been acquired by a few 
parties in Muskogee alone, and that the 
same thing has been done in other 
towns of that Nations, though on a 
smaller scale. The law permits a white 


many of these tote. 


The charges which Mr. Mott made- 


have been examined by Indian Commis- 
sioner Leupp and are now in the hands 
of Secretary Hitchcock. What indorse- 
ment Mr* Leupp, made on them can not 
be learned, but he is reported to have) 
recommended that Mr. Bixby be called 
on at once for a statement. 


It is believed that these charges will 


quite destroy whatever little chance 
there may have been to have the re- 
strictions removed on any part of the 
Indian lands, during this session of 
Congress at least. There was not much 
likelihood that this would be done in 
any event, though tile committee which 
went to the Territory favors it. There 
are men in the Senate determined to 
take advantage of the shortness of the 
session to block it.

The veil is first placed around the 


edge of the hatbrlm and secured at 
the back, allowing the ends to float in" 
the air, then the net is drawn closely 
over the face and under the chin, 
and the flowing ends caught at the 
back and gathered Into a long gold 
safety pin at a point near the nape of 
the neck. 


Invariably the veil should harmon- 


ize with the color of the hat. although 
golden brown Is a fashionable shade 
that may be worn with almost any col- 
ored hat. 


The average length of the fashion- 


able veil for this use is one and one- 
half yards. 


And the lace considered smartest Is 


Chantllly, having a dainty border on 
all sides. The mesh may be plain or 
dotted as Individual taste prefers.

running from the lower edge over the 
center, so that when the veil is over 
the face the pattern stands out prom- 
inently, sometimes almost disfiguring 
the countenance.
